I have the honour to submit the Annual Administration Report 
on the Jails of Bengal for the year 1888. 

2. As I only took over charge from Dr. Lothbridgo on the 1st November, 
I labour under the disadvantage of having had a very limited experience in 
the working of the Department. In accordance with tho orders of Govommont, 
I will OP* savour to make this report as short as possiblo. 

Chapter I.— Judicial Statistics. 


3. The number of jails at present in Bengal is 44, viz., central 7, district 

23, intermediate 14, and subsidiary 85. From tho 
General »man»ry of all classes— i 8 t January 1888, Government sanctioned the 
pages u— n. reduction of 14 district jails to tho new grado of 

intermediate jail. On the 1st January 1888 tho total prison population of all 
numbered 13,210, against 14,029 on tho samo date of 1887. The 
marked reduction at the beginning of 1888 was duo to tho releases and 
remissions on account of the Jubilee. Tho total admissions wore 81,136 com- 
pared with 75,664 in 1887. Tho discharges woro 80,361, leaving 13,985 on the 
last day of 1888. This figure shews an increase of 775 compared with 
tho statistics of the previous year. 

4. The daily average populatio n of all classes shows an increase from

The direct admissions were 30,995, against 29,942 in 1887 — a very decided 
increase. Admissions by transfer numbered 20,185, against 16,427 in 1887-^-a 
very marked increase, and the highest on record since 1879, when the daily 
average population was 17,258 and admissions by transfer 20,500. The 
frequent transfer of prisoners from intermediate to district and central jails 
accounts for the large increase. In regard to the disposal of convicts, 19,798 
were transferred, against 16,725 in the previous year. This is also the highest 
number Binco 1879. The releases (29,905) were the lowest on record, owing 
to so many prisoners having been released on account of the Jubilee in 1887, 
who otherwise would have been released in 1888. The number of prisoners 
who remained uncaptured was 14 as compared with 6 in 1887. The deaths 
(571) were considerably higher than thoso of the two previous years. Cholera, 
however, accounted for 126 of the total, against 18 in 18o7. The execu- 
tions were only 21, against 30 in 1887. They were fewer than in any other 
year sinco 1879, excopt 1886. At the end of the year, 12,821 convicts 
remained, shewing an incroase of 871 compared with the results of the previous 
year. Tho daily average number of convicts rose from 10,908 in 1887 to 
12,378 in 1888. The releases were less and the admissions much over the figures 
for 1887. 


6. Out of 44 districts, 23 show an increase in tho number of admis- 

. , , „ sions and 21 a decrease as compared with 1887.

9. Tho following table shows the releases from different causes during 

Belcaaea. the past six years : — 
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Tho releases on expiry of sentence, which were reduced in 1887, owing 
to the Jubilee discharges, to 21,328, rose during the post year to 26,452— very 
nearly the same figure as in 1883. Tho percentage release d on appeal, whic h 
had been steadily increasing for years, was nearly tho same as in the prevfous 
year, via. 6 38, against 6*36 per cent. Comparing tho' different *

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Bard wan beads the list with 30*46 per cent, of releases on appeal ; then follow 
Noakholly with over 18 per cent., Midnapore and Moorahedabad with , over 
13 per cent., and Daooa, Kutigpore, and Jessore with over 1 1 per cent. In 
Purneah, Beerbhoom, Julpigoree, Cuttack, Calcutta, Bogra, Singbhoom, and 
Pooree the ratio was under 3 per cent., and in Darjeeling only 1*11, Chumparun 
1*03, and the Sonthal Pergunnaba 0 40 per cent. Under the mark rules 1,352 
convicts were released, against 1,017 m 1887. The table shows that this 
number is lower than that of Any other year except the Jubilee* year. On 
medical grounds 33 were allowed to go as compared to 38 in the previous 
year. Under the head “ On other grounds ” 88 were released, which include 
79 convicts under Jubilee remission, 5 Barmans and 4 transmarine prisoners 
who were set at liberty under the special orders of the Government of India. 

10. The number of prisoners transported beyond the boos oontinues to 

. j4 . steadily increase, and reached 803 for 1888, the 

Tnuuport*bon ejoa e mu. fig ureg f or the three previous years being 797, 668, 

and 468 respectively. The number sent from Bengal was only 97, oompared 
with 168 in 1887 and 137 in 1886. 

11. On the 31st December 1887, 377 Burmese prisoners remained in 

confinement in tho Bengal jails. During 1888, 145 
were admitted, making a total of 432. During the 
year 10 were transferred to Rangoon for release, 

one was sent to the Futehgurh Jail, and another to the Nagpur Jail. Tho 
deaths numbered 6, scattered over five jails. Two prisoners died of cholera. 
In regard to health, the Burmans did not do well at Midnapore, Furreedpore, 
and Patna. Out of 81 imprisoned at Midnaporo, 17 lost weight in spite of 
extra diet. The Burmans ■ are very quick-tempered, require careful manage- 
ment, and are not likely to miss any chance of escape. As a rule, they are 
good workmen. Tho number punished dcpartmentaUy was 434, against 450 
m 1887. Only 14 were flogged. None were criminally prosocuted for any 
offence, and no escapes occurred. 

12. There was a decrease in the number executed from 30 in 1887 to 

. 21 in 1888. Two executions took pluco at each 

Executions. 0 f tho jails of Rungpore, liankoora, and Tipper ah, 

and in 15 other jails one each. 

13. Out of 30,095 prisoners admitted, thero were Hindoos 18,772, or 

Botision. 60*57 percent.; Mahomedans 11,035, or 35*60 per 

Statement No. II— Judicial— cent.; Christians 371, or 1*19 per cent. ; Buddhists 
p«gM xTi— rrii, column 3. 156, or 0*50 percent.; and all other religions 661, 

or 2*14 per oent. Compared with tho previous year, there is an increase in 
the percentage of Hindoos and a decrease in that of the Mahomedans. The 
other classes remain much the same. 

14. The juveniles admitted in 1888 show a slight increase (306) as com- 

pared with 296 in 1887. Separate reports are sub- 
8tatem«nt No. II— Judicial— mittod to Government on tho Reformatory Schools, 
P**® * T “* column 4. which continue to do a great deal of good work. 

The accommodation at the Hazaribagh Reformatory has been lately increased 
bv 25 cells, and can be still further extended at little expense, if necessary. 
The number admitted to jails between the ages of 16 and 40 increased from 
22,062 in 1887 to 22,892 in 1868. There was also an increase under tho ages 
Horn 40 to 60 and over 60. 

15 * ,In regard to the previous occupation of those admitted, 17,432, or 

58*54 per cent., had been employed in agriculture ;

(B) or rigorous imprisonment shows a riso from 27,565 in 1887 to 28,716 
in 1888. Out of 64 sentenced to (C) rigorous imprisonment and so litary 
confinomont— 28 were so punished at Chumparun, 5 at Sarun, 4 at Tipperah, 
and 3 each at Noakholly, Dacca, Gya, and Khoolna. No sentences of this class 
woro inflicted at Monghyr, which headed the list in 1887. Those sentenced to 
(D), rigorous imprisonment with flogging, numbered 72, against 103 in the 

E rovious year. Patna returned 6 cases, Gya 5, Alipore and Shahabad 4 each, 
>acca, Sarun and Cuttack 3 each, and subsidiary jails 24. 

18. The number of females admitted was 1,218, against 1,280 in 1887 
Fomaio convict*. and 1,391 in 1886. Of these, 497 were married, 

sutemeniH No#. 1 and II, pages 38 unmarried, 516 were widows, and 167 were 
*u to xix. prostitutes. In rogord to religion, 802 were 

Hindoos and 337 were Mahomedans. The daily average was 331, against 262 
in 1887. On tho last day of 1886, the Jubilee remission left only 78 women, in 
juils. At tho end of tho post year, 340 remained. No female escaped or was 
executed. There was a groat increase in the number of deaths, 23 against 6 
only in 1887. The chief mortality was — at Rajahahye 6, at Rungporo 3, at 
Mozufferporo 3, and at Purnoah 2 ; whereas in 1887 not a single death occurred 
among females at these jails. Out of tho total mortality, 8 died of cholera, 
viz., 4 at Rajshahye, 2 at Mozufforpore, and 1 each at Loliardugga and Rung* 
pore. There wus temporary overcrowding of tho female words at Darjeeling, 
Purneali, and Gya. The special ward at the Presidency Jail can accommodate 
3 females. 


19. The reeonvictions admittod rose from 3,472, or 11*60 in 1887, to 

iWonriction*. 3,612, or 11 65 per cent, in 1888. In 1886 the 

Statonrat No. iv— judioiai— figures wore 3,589, or 11*70 per cent. The largest 
i»«e» xxxii *nd xxxiii. number of reconvictions was — at Calcutta 44J>, 

Alipore 124, Gya 114, and Monghyr 83. The greatest increase occurred — at 
Gya 80, Calcutta 53, Hazaribagn 33, Rajshahye 31, Mymensingh 17, and 
Mozufferporo 16. Monghyr, which returned the largest numbers in 1887, heads 
tho list for 1888 with a decrease of 66, or 9*22 per cent. Then follow Dinage- 
poro 37, Bhogalpore 29, Lohardugga 23, Dacca and Backergunge 21 each. 

20. The increase in the number of persons sent to jail for bod liveli* 

hood and in default of giving security continues. 

Tho figures for 1884 were 656; 1885, 659; 1886, 
750; 1887, 838; and in 1888, 1,070. The largest numbers in 1888 under tins 
hoad were returned by the following jails:— Sarun 46, Dinogepore 44. Dasjeel* 
ing 38, Gya* 30,. Baokergunge 27, and Mymensingh 26; whereas the figures 
for the same jails in 1887 were 49, 25, 3, 23, 2, and 11 respectively. The 
variation is very marked in four of these districts. 
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21. Out of 30,995 admitted, 26,855. or 86 64 per tent., could noither read 

nor write ; 3,164, or 10*21 per oent., could read or 
Stitsmtnt No. Yii— Judk«l— write a little ; and 976, or 3*15 per cent., wore able 
p»«® until. to read and write well. The ratios of 1887 were 

86*92, 9*66 and 3*42 respectively. 

22. The number of boys under 16 years ordered to be judicially whipped 

_ increased from 377 in 1887 to 394 in 1888. The 

judioui whipping!. oonyicts sentenced to corporal punishment continue 

to decline in number— 1886, 1,652; 1887, 1,373; and 1888, 1,234. The 
proportion for first offences in 1888 was 1,146, and for sooond and subsequent 
offences, 88. The offences, for whioh flogging was ordered, were — theft 1,057, 
or 85*7 per cent.; dishonestly receiving stolen property 83, or 6*7 per oent.; 
criminal nouse-trespass 24, or 1*9 per cent.; attempt at house-breaking 31, or 
2*5 per cent. ; all other offences 39, or 3*2 per oent. The number of stripes 
awarded varied from under 5 to 30. Out of the 1,234 punished, 5*1 percent, 
received under 5 stripes, 28*4 per cent. 6 to 19» 26*7 per cent. 10 to 15, 17*4 
per oent. 15 to 20, 13*2 per cent. 20 to 25, and 9*2 por cent, receivod 25 to 30 
stripes. Of those whipped, 31*9 per cent, wero under 16 years and 63*5 
between 16 and 40 yoars. Imprisonment with whipping was ordered in 86 
ca s es , and in 77*9 per cent, tho period of imprisonment varied from 9 months 
to three years. Out of 1,234 who received corporal punishment, only 45 were 
able to read and write.

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The decrease in the admissions of under-trials noted in tho report for 
1887 no longer oot^inues. Tho figures have suddenly risen from 26,240 in 1887 
to 28,454 in 1888. The daily average increased from 1,139 to 1,255. At the 
end of the year 1,116 remained, compared with 1,002 in 1887. Tho number 
convicted was 13,814, or 46*8 per cent., as against 12,508, or 46*1 per cent., in 
1887. The releases were 12,463, or 42*3 per cent., against 11,548, or 42*5 
per cent. The transfers numbered 2,015, including 10 prisoners (9 male and 
1 female) transferred to lunatic asylums. The jails showing*tho largest doily

24*46, and Pubna 23*53. The accommodation for under-trial prisoners was 
found insufficient at the following jails: — Darjeeling, Monghyr, Cuttack, 
Alipore, Lohardugga, Patna, Shahabad, Furreedpore, Nuddea, Sarun, and the 
intermediate jails at Pubna, Singbhoom, Julpigoroe, Pooree, Bankoora, and 
Manbhoom* The overcrowding was met by distributing the excess number in 
other buil dings. The escapes of under-trial prisoners were 5 compared with 6 
in trfifih of the three p receding years. No prisoner, however, escapod from jail 
except one from KnooLna, who was recaptured within a few hours of his 
escape, and sentenced to three months’ rigorous imprisonment. The warder 
in charge was judicially tried and sentenced to six weeks’ simple imprison- 
ment. The deaths numbered 43, against 36 in the previous year.* The jails 
returning the highest number of deaths were — Alipore 3, Rungpore 3, Gya 3 t 
(1 female), Jolpigoree 2, Singbhoom 2, Cuttack 2 (1 female), Dinageporo 2 ' 
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(1 female), Dacca 2 (1 suicide). Out of 27 who died in jails, 1$ were admitted 
in bad health, 6 in indifferent, and 5 only in good health. One under-trial 
male committed suicide at Dacca. In 85 subsidiary jails, 16 under-trial 
prisoners died. 

24. The average period of detention of under-trial prisoners of all classes 
Average period of detention of at jails and subsidiary jails was 16*14 days, against 
uudor-triai prisoner*. 17*75 in the previous year. The longest detention 

occurred — at Furreedpore 37*53 days, Dacca 30*03, Pubna 28*71, Julpigoree 
20*17, Kh oolna 24*25, and Balasore 23*54. The shortest detentions were at 
Alipore, llooghly, Shahabad, Gya, Singbhoom, Maldah, and Moonhedabad, 
where the period at each was under 15 days. Taking the sessions hajuts 
separately, the avorage period of detention was 44*39 days, varying from 13*72 
at Pooroe to 82*29 at Julpigoree. Under present arrangements it is very rare 
for a hajut prisoner to be unduly detained without some good reason. The

force, and has already resulted in greatly reducing 
Cm prisoner*. the number of civil prisoners. At the end of 1887 

thero remained 258, and only 1,502 were admitted during the past year, 
againBt 3,054 in 1887. The roleases numbered 1,691, 20 were transferred, and 
one was convicted, leaving only 48 at the end of the year. None died or 
escaped. The daily average strength fell from 203*33 in 1887 to 97*06 in 1888.

It will be seen from the above statement that there is an increase of expen- 
diture of Rs. 30,004 under tho head of original major works compared with the 
figures for 1887. In the Presidency Jail the inner skin wall cost Its. 2,055, the 
corrugated iron shed Rs. 29,916, pipes for filtorod water Its. 0,254, latrines 
Rs. 3,385, and roofing of the feeding platform Us. 0,194. In the Bhagulporo Jail 
Rs. 14,226 were expended for six double-storied barracks, and at Buxar the upper 
story to the weaving shed cost Rs. 14,929. At Dacca tho double-storied barracks 
were erected at a cost of Rs. 11,056, and Its. 8,165 were expended for a 
residence for the Superintendent. In the Kurseong Subsidiary Jail, its. 4,449 
were expended in the erection of a pucca enclosure wall. On tho now Subsidiary 
Jail buildings at Gaibanda, Rajbari, Attia, Kishorogungo, Cox’s Bazar, 
Samastipore, Arraroah and Deoghur, Its. 42,920 were expended during tho year.

30. Owing to the reduction of 14 district jails to the new intermediate 

class from the 1st* January 1888, the number of 

Reduction of the jail establish- head* warders and warders was reduced to 1,584, 

against 1,707 in the previous year. Complaints 
have been received from the following intermediate jails that the reduced staff 
of 2 head-warders and 8 warders was not equal to requirements, and extra 
warders and convict officers had to be sanctioned for a time at any rate 
Bankoora, Khoolna, Bogra, Julpigoree, Noakholly, Balasore, and Manbhoom. 
The area covered by some of these intermediate jails is very large, and this 
greatly increases the difficulty of guarding with only ten 'men, and with so 
small a number there is little margin left for sickness and leave and no time 
for drill. In some of the larger of these jails, and in those where the popula- 
tion cannot be kept low, I think it may ultimately be found necessary to 
permanently increase the paid guard. . . . 

31. Tne general improvement in tho paid warder establishment con- 

tinues, and in many jails the state of drill is very 
Wardor-guards. creditable. 

32. A good deal of sickness occurred among the warders at Chumparun, 

. , fcuddea, Backergunge, Rungpore, and Midnapore. 

Sickness among warder*. Although the warders at Chumparun were allowed 

to sleep in the upper story of one of the new jail barracks, the general health 
has not improved. The fault evidently lies in the water they drink. Instead 
of using the river water, like tho prisoners, most of them stick to well water 
on caste grounds, as the river water is brought in carts. 

33. The total number of head-warders and 
Puninhmonts wflioted on paid carders employed during 1888 was 1,584. The

There is a great reduction in the number of offences compared with 
tho former years, which is a satisfactory sign— -1885, 3,133; 1886, 2,716; 
1887, 2,359; 1888, 1,815. The chief departmental offences were “general 
neglect of duty ” and “ sleeping on duty.” The judicial punishments numbered 
18, against 10 in 1887. The number dismissed from the service wee 81, 
against 103 in 1887. 
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34. The escapes of convicts from jails and subsidiary jails during 1888 

were 21, against 13 in 1887 ana 17 in 1886. If

***** *“"• c “ 1u,m number would have been the satne as in the previous 

year. At Darjeeling, on the 9th July last, about 11 p.m.,’ 8 long-term prisoners, 
3 Bhooteahs, and 5 Pahariahs, got clean away from the bakery after murdering 
the convict warder. One of the prisoners was recaptured shortly after escape, 
and another was caught by the Nepaul authorities. A detailed report was 
submitted at the time. Another prisoner, sent in charge of a convict overseer 
to supply water to the Darjeeling Jnil staff, escaped whilo so employed, and is 
still at large. The convict overseer was sentenced to a fine of Ks. 200, or in 
dfi fa wlt six months’ simple imprisonment. Two prisoners escaped from the soli- 
tary cells in the Cuttack Jail, one of whom was recaptured. The warder in charge 
was sentenced to a year’s simple imprisonment, and the acting chiof head warder 
was degraded. At Chumparun a convict night-watchman escaped from the 
garden. The warder at fault was sentenced to a fine of Rs. 25 or throe months’ 
simple imprisonment. A prisoner at Midnapore escaped through an aperture in 
one of the solitary cells, then broke into a workshop and provided himself with 
materials for a rough ladder which he made and scaled the wall. The head* 
warder was degraded. Strange to say, the escaped prisoner was afterwards caught 
in the act of stealing clothing from the guard-house at the Presidency Jail, and 
was sentenced at the Calcutta sessions to transportation for life. At Rajshahye 
an escape took place from the garden. The warder in charge was sentenced to 
six months’ simple imprisonment, but was acquitted on appeal. The prisoner was 
subsequently recaptured, and got threo months’ rigorous imprisonment. At 
Pubna a prisoner escapod' through the carelessness of the gatekeeper, who was 
sentenced to ten days’ simple imprisonment. Out of these 15 escapes, 1 1 occurred 
from inside and 4 from outside the jails. Out of tho grand total of 21 escapes, 6 
took place from subsidiary jails. The average number of escapes from 1871 to 
1879 was 97, whereas from 1880 to 1888 tho average was only 24. 

35. Of those who escaped during the year, 9 were recaptured, and also 4

36. Tho system of classifying convicts so as to segregate female, juvenile, 

under-trial and civil prisoners lias worked satisf ae- 
cin*»iflcation. torily. Every endeavour is made to separate 

habituals from prisoners convicted for the first time during sleeping hours, and 
also during tho period they are employed at work during the day. The new 
rules entrusting the classification of prisoners to the Court and to District 
Magistrates have beon in force throughout tho year, and few warrants had to bo 
returned to sentencing officers for revision. In the Darjeeling Jail, where the 
space is limited, some difficulty has been experienced in the separation of civil 
and under-trial female prisoners, and tho segregation of habituals from A class 
prisoners, particularly during working hours. At Dacca some B olass prisoners 
wore permitted to work in the A yard, and in tho Bhagulpore Jail the Super- 
intendent reports that no separate accommodation is available for adolescent 

E risoners. This difficulty exists in most other jails in Bengal. At Jessore it 
as been found impossible to completely separate the A and B class prisoners 
during working hours. 

37. Tho number of offences committed by convicts was 29,064, against

individual prisoners who passed through the iail is considered, 46*0 per cent, 
committed some offence during their time of imprisonment, against 59*8 in 
1887 and 65*5 iu 1886. The average duration of imprisonment for convicts in 
tho jails of Bengal was 71 days, compared with 66 in 1887 and 79 in 1886. 
The number of serious offences, such as escapes, assault on jail officials, 
immorality of a gross description, introduction of forbidden articles, and 
attempts at escapes, for wliich convicts were prosecuted before a court of 
justice, was 39. Tho number in 1887 was 46. The number of offences 
against jail rules also shows a satisfactory decrease.

Twenty-nine punishments were inflicted by criminal courts, which number is 
small compared with the figures for 1887 and with those of the four previous 
years. There has been a decrease in the number of prisoners punished with 
solitary confinement. The figures for 1888 were 1,295, compared with 1,599 in 
1887. The number under the head “ Solitary confinement with reduced diet n 
has increased from 251 in 1887 to 352 in JL888. This form of punishment has 
been found effective in the case of persistent idlers and contumacious prisoners, 
who aro not strong enough to be whipped, and is resorted to on Sundays, 
when no work is exacted from them.

In the eases of those 
convicts on whom less than ten stripes were indicted, they either promised to 
behave properly before that number was reached, or the Medioal Officer did not 
consider them fit to bear ten stripes whon the Hogging wus being administered. 
In the Dacca Jail two prisoners were admitted into hospital suffering from sores 
on the buttocks, the rosult of the whipping, they being dotainod in hospital for 
treatment — one for 19 days and tho other for one month and 18 days.

The number fettered for safe custody was 64, compared with 119 in 1887. , 
The prisoners placed in irons fo^ less than one month were so punished for • 
short work, while those fettered for over 12 months were either dangerous 
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prisoners, sentenced to transportation, who could not be sent to the Andamans 
on account of their health, or convicts who could not be flogged or sentenced 
to other forms of punishment for persistent bad conduct in jail.

In certain jails I discovered that the rates shown in the weekly pricelists, which 
were circulated to all Superintendents, were obtained from the Collector’s office, 
f>T>«t were not very reliable. 1 have now discontinued the issue of these weekly 
statements, and circulate instead of them a monthly statement comparing 
the, jails arranged in each division of Bengal, which show the average expen- 
diture for diet including hospital charges. This enables me to know the jails 
that are expensively managed, and to transfer those jailors who have not obser- 
ved economy before it is too late. By a comparison of the results of these 
monthly statements I noticed the high expenditure in the following jails 
AUpore, Presidency, Berhampore, Beerbhoom, Burdwan, llooghly, Pooroe, 
Bwson, Kajshahye, Gya, Monghyr, Singbhoom, and Ranchce. The explana- 
tions received from these jails were generally satisfactory. The cause of the 
high expenditure was due to the high price of cereals and to the liberal issue 
ef animal food to prisoners admitted in bad health. ^ The only jails in which no

The low expenditure in the Tipperah Intermediate Jail is reported to be the 
low average rate paid for rice ana other cereals. A large reduotion was also 
made for fuel, which was supplied from the jail garden. At Burrisal rice and 
dill were obtained at a low price. Dhan was also stored during the cheap 
season of the year. The prices paid for rice and d&l daring the year were 
lie. 1-11*0 and Re. 1-12-11 respectively, against Ro. 1-14-3 and Re, 1-14-5 in 
1887. At Nuddea rico and d&l were obtained from the jail garden to the extent 
of Its. 220. Dhan was also purchased and stored during tho cheap season of 
the year. In the Midnapore Jail rice and dal were purchased at a cheap rate 
for the use of the prisoners from tho interior. The average price paid for 
these articles of diot was also lower than that for 1887. Fuel was also obtained 
at a cheap rate, and condiments to tho value of lis. 210 were obtained from the 
jail garden. The reduction in the cost of cereals throughout the year accounts 
for tho low averago cost at Chittagong. Tho price of rico per maond in 1887 
was Rs. 2-1-5, whereas in 1888 it was Re. 1-12-5.

The highest death-rate, including cholora, occurred at Lohardugga, viz., 
101*3 per mule, against 98-8 in 1887 and 21*7 in 1386. In the latter two years 
these was no cholera at Lohardugga, but in 1888 this disease accounted for 
73*0 per mille of the total. The health of the district is reported to hare been 
unusually bad, and fully half of the prisoners admitted were either in bad 
or indtf fr Ffln* health, many suffering from ulceration of the gums and well- 
mafad malarial cachexia, Eaph prisoner on admission was carefully examined. 
There were 26 deaths in all, including 10 from cholera. Of the remaining 16, 
8 were prisoners about 55 years of ago, all of whom wero admitted in bad or 
indifferent health. The particulars in regard to the mortality at the Maldah 
and Singbhoom Jails will he found in paragraph 80. At Iiungpore the mortality

was the same — 78 per mille. Out of 43 deaths, 23 were duo to cholera, 12 to 
dysentery, and 3 to diarrhoea. Thirteen of those who died came from other 
jails, and only 2 out of the 43 were received in good health. Thirty of the 




D uring 1888 cholera accounted for 95*5 of the total. The Medical Officer calls 
affcantion to the special risks in regard to cholora to which the district and jail 
population are exposed from the coolies travelling on the Assam-Bebar Railway, 
and says the numerous transfers of prisoners from all quarters greatly increase 
this risk. He also submits tables which show that the prisoners coming from the 
jails’ 0 $ Julpigoxee, Siligooree, Kurseong, and Darjeeling had nearly 
treble the n umb er of casualties compared with those received from the district of 
Bungpore. Hr. Dutt reports that prisoners coming from the higher elevations 
ntS Umd considerably from the heat. Rajshahye was peculiarly unfortunate 


which three prisoners died. The death-rate including cholera was 136*5 per 
mflu and without t hat disease 68*9. The figures for 1887 wero 44*8 per mule. 
Many prisoners were admitted in a low state of health, and the general 
improvement daring their residence in jail was very marked. Whereas only 
20 per dent, were received in good health, 76 per cent, were discharged in 
goooliealth. - In bad health 21 per cent, were received and only 2 per cent, 
discharged. In other words, out of 857 admitted, 700 were in indifferent or 
had hsflth, w hile only 267 among 860 discharged were in a similar condition. 
The ratio el admission pear mille was 1,980*C against 1,514*6 in 1867, and 
the ratio of daily sick 77*9 against 60*1. The chief causes of mortality were—

Anmb mmtm* and gastric catarrh. Only a few, about 20, showed any signs of 
•oorbto^e taint the year. Dr. Burnell has gone very minutely into 

every point likely toomr on the health of the prisoners, and the improvement 
in tiaefegaaesal health was very marked at the does of the year. The number 
of tic k and convalescents had gone down to about half at the end of December. 
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In the .district the mortality from fever showed a remarkable fall. The 
year is described as one of drought, of extremes of seasonal temperature, 
and of high prices fos food-stuff a. The increase in the death-rate at <3ya has 
been very serious, but there was no cholera. There were 43 deaths, including 
28 from dysentery and 8 from diarrhoea. The admissions into hospital were 
much higher than in 1887, and the daily average sick was nearly doubled. The 
death-rate of oonvicts was 114*7, against 38*5 in 1887. Out pf tne 43 who died, 

25 were admitted in indifferent or hod health. An analysis of the state cl health 
of the 28 who died from dysentery shows that 9 of them were admitted in good, 

16 in indifferent, and 3 in bad health. This jail contains a large proportion of 
weak and old men, and malarious anemia was common in its various forms* 
There was no trace of scurvy. At the end of the year the population was largely 
composed of invalids, who were treated accordingly. One gang of 34'was exempt- 
ed from work, and another gang, containing 71 convalescents, was only allowed 
to do labour of a light kind. Tho prevalence of dysentery, which proved so 
fatal, is very difficult to account for, as every known precaution seems to have 
been taken. The drinking water is procured from a well inside the jail, and 
has been in regular use since the jail was built eight years age. The water is 
filtered and boiled. It has lately been analysed by the Chemical Examiner to 
Government, and although not proved to be of first-rate quality, he declares it 
to be chemioally better than many waters which are used daily in various 
parts of India, and it is superior to the water used by the European residents of 
Gya. A samplo of the latter water was Bent for analysis with that of the jail 
at my request. The only defect I could discover in the jail barracks at Gya 
was a deficiency of roof ventilation. When the weather is warm and the doors, 
are open, there is plenty of fresh air ; but when the doors have to be dosed in 
cold and wet weathor, stagnation of air must occur. The Public Works De- 
partment has been asked to take this matter in hand. The Magistrate notes 
that there was a semi-scarcity in the district daring the year, and a large pro- 
portion of the lower classes was under-fed, and he thinks this had a good deal to 
do with the bad health of the prisoners admitted into the jail. The death-rate 
in the town of Gya was 49*3, against 47*1 in the previous year. The motfatity 
at the Midnapore Jail was 44 *5, against 34*6 per mille in 1887. Out of 30 
deaths, 17 were from bowol-oomplaints and 8 from ohest diseases. In December 
1 1 deaths occurred owing, it is said, to tho bad effects of the cold on several 
patients who had boon a long time in hospital. During the cold weather extra 
clothing had to be distributed, and some of tho openings in the wards, especially 
to tho north, wore temporarily built up. The health of the district is reported 
to have been worse than that of the previous year. The mortality among 
natives at tho Presidency Jail rose from 15*0 per mille in 1887 to 32*8 in the 
year under report. There were 38 deaths, 6 of whioh were due to cholera, 13 to 
dysentery, 5 to phthisis, 7 to fevers, and 4 to pneumonia. Of those who-died, . 
13 wore admitted in indifferent or bad health. The increased mortality cannot 
be traoed to any special cause. No deaths occurred among Europeans in this 
jail. At Pubna, where the jail population was small, 4 deaths occurred, against 
only 1 in 1887, and the rate rose from 14*510 90 0 per mille. One prisoner 
died from phthisis, one from dysentery ? one from obstruction of the bowels, and 
one from remittent fever. The Medical Officer says that all who died irate 
admitted in bad health, two being very old and weak. At Purneah the death- 
rato was 104*6 per mille, against 62*4 in 1867. Out of 8 deaths (including » 
one under-trial), 4 were due to dysentery, 2 to phthisis, 1 to fever, and 1 to 
debility and old age. One prisoner was admitted with advanced dysentery and 
died within a fortnight. A female, aged 70, also died of tips disease. Two 
other prisoners were admitted with hopeless rhthiiris— -one died in. 14 days, 
and the other in 17 days. The man who died of debility was aged 70. 
The death-rate at Mosufferpere would only have been 12 per mille had it not 
been raised to 77*8 by cholera. This shows how muoh the element of chance 
has to do with mortality statistics, in regard to the causes of the high 
mortality in many Bengal jails, Dr. Lethbridge, who has so ably managed 
these institutions for many yean, has pretty well exhausted the tinbfect. ft la 
simply impossible for anybody, however great Ins opportunities may have 
been in other provinces, to realise without personal experieafco the wretched 
and diseased state of a large number of the prisoners annually admitted into 
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the Bengal jails. This well-reoognised low standard of public health and 
climat ic influences arc undoubtedly the main causes of tne high death-rate 
in these jails, and of course such conditions are intensified from tune to time, 
and in different localities, by outbreaks of epidemio disease and the presence 
of scarcity. It must also be remembered that nearly all the young, strong and 
healthy prisoners are periodically transferred to the 7 central jaus, leaving in 
the remaining 37 district and intermediate jails the sickly, old, weak and short- 
term prisoners. In a previous -report I notice it was suggested by some officer 
that such institutions might more aptly be. called penalliospitals for diseased 
criminals than jail*. Under suoh circumstances, it is useless comparing the 
health statistics of central with district and other jails. The deplorable 
effects of malarious f evefr,and its atqmlw on the health of the inhabitants of 
Bengal, have been graphically described by the present Sanitary Commis- 
sioner of Bengal in a circular letter lately addressed to all municipalities. 
Superintendents and Medical Officers of Jails are fully alive to the orders and 
wishes of Government on the subject of jail management, and I do not think 
that the prison population of any country can roceive more attention and 
consideration in every way than that of tnis province. Expensive buildings, 
good food, improved water-supply, suitable labour, and tho best medical treat- 
ment are furnished. In fact nothing is withheld that is likely to improvo 
health and prolong life. The number of prisoners discharged from jail that 
have increased in weight and improved in health is a satisfactory proof of 
what is bang achieved. In addition to Official Visitors, the condition of the 
prisoners is now carefully watched by non-official European and native gentlemen

The Reports tor the yean 1886 and 1887, and the orders of O or a nmaeat recorded 
thereon. 

Da. Listhbbidos was in charge from the 1st to the 14th April, when he went 
on a month’s privilege leave. Hr. A. D. Larymare, Superintendent of the 
Alipore Jail, noted as Inspeetor-General of Jails in addition to his own duties 
till the 14th If ay, when Dr. Lethbridge resumed charge, and held it rill the 1st 
November. He then went on special duty, and Dr. Furves, by whom the 
present report has been submitted, officiated as Inspector-General of Jails in his 
place up to the end of the year. 

2. Judicial staH»tic ». — The total jail population rose from the extra- 
ordinarily small number of 13,210, due to tho Jubilee remissions on the 31st 
December 1887, to 13,988 on the 31st December 1888. The number of convicts 
increased from 11,950 to 12,821, and that of under-trial prisoners from 1,002 
to 1,116, while the number of civil prisoners owing to reoent changes in the law 
fell from 258 to 48. The following table shows the figure for oonviots only 
during the last ton years : — 
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When the proposals, carried out in 1888, were made to reduce 14 District 
Jails to the status of Intermediate Jails, it was expected that provision would 
only have to pe made for the accommodation of 11,000 prisoners, and as this 
number is mow greatly exceeded, and there does not soem to be any pros- 
pect of an immediate ‘decrease, the Inspector-General will bo requested to 
report whether it is necessary, in order to avoid the risk of overcrowding, to 
restore any of the Intermediate Jails to their former status. Diroot admit- 
* non* increased from 29,942 in 1887 to 30,995 — no doubt in great measure 
owing to the high prices of food-grains in the greater part of Bengal. 
The increase is not, however, very serious, as the average annual admis- 
sions from 1883 to 1887 amounted to 30,788. The average annual 
admissions from 1378 to 1882 were 34,233, while in 1878, the last year of 
great scarcity in Bengal, they numbered 38,929. The frequent transfer 
of prisoners from Intermediate to District and Central Jails aeoounts for the 
large increase under the head of admissions by transfer. The small number of 
releases under remission rules is due to the fact that many prisoners were released 
on account of the Jubilee in 1887, whose term of imprisonment would other- 
wise have expired in 1888. The slight decrease in the percentage of 
convicts confined in the Central Jails, 57*40 against 59 55 in 1887, is probably 
due to the some cause, as many long-term prisoners were released in 1887 who 
would otherwise have swelled the convict population of the Central Jails. 
The figures, however, show that these are fully utilised, and that a large 
prop or ti on of the jail population is confined iu the jails . where the 
standard of discipline is highest and the labour exacted most suitable. The 
number released! on appeal has increased from 1,903 in 1887 to 1,980 in 1888, 
and it is a very unsatisfactory feature of the criminal administration that the 
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number has increased, year by year, since 1882, whan the figure stood at 
1,884. 

3. That only 97»Bengal prisoners were transported as against 137 in 1888 
and 168 in 1887 is du{* to tne fact that the figures of those years were swollen, a 
number of prisoners, who had formerly been rejected for bodily infirmities, being 
sent to the Andamans under the new rules regulating the selection of convicts. 
The number sent in 1884 and 1885, respectively, with the more stringent rules 
then in force, were 37 and 35. 

4. A further addition of 145 Burmese prisoners has raised the total number 
of this class under confinement in Bengal to 422. The Burmese are a dangerous 
claim of prisoners owing to their quick temper and constant desire to escape, but 
their general behaviour is very good. During 1888 only 434 offences were record- 
ed against 422 prisoners, while in 1887, with only 284 prisoners, 450 offedces 
were recorded. They have, Bave in a few jails, kept excellent health on the ordinary 
diet allowed to native prisoners. Most of them are now trained artisans who 
do valuable work. They can generally speak the language of the district in 
which they are confined, and a considerable proportion are serving as convict 
officers in different grades. The responsibilities of jail officers have beefl 
considerably increased by having these prisoners in jails which were not 
intended for the accommodation of transportation prisoners, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor is still of opinion that something should be done towards introducing 
a scheme of ticket-of-leavo for Burmese prisoners who havo served for a certain 
time in the higher grades as prison officials. 

5. As regards the nature of imprisonment, the only noticeable points are 
that, notwithstanding the increase in admissions, the number of prisoners sen- 
tenced to simple imprisonment has decreased from 2,216 to 2.143, and that of 
prisoners sentenced to rigorous imprisonment with flogging from 103 to 72. 
The number of females admitted has decreased year by year from 1,595 in 1884 
to 1,218 in 1888. The number of re-oonvicted prisoners admitted into jail rose 
from 3,472 in 1887 to 3,612 in 1888 ; but it is not possible to draw com- 
parisons of any value with provious years until the new rules introduced in 
February 1687, regarding tne identification and classification of habitual offen- 
ders. have been working some time longer.. The number of persons imprisoned 
for failing to givo security for good behaviourrose to 1,070. The number of 
convicts sentenced to corporal punishment continues to decrease yearly, and fell 
in 1888 to 1,234 from 1,373 in 1887 ; on the other hand the number of boys 
under 16 sentenced to bo flogged increased in the same period from 377 to 894. 

6. The number of under-trial prisoners admitted during the year rose from 
26,240 in 1887 to 28,454, whilo tho average period of detention fell from 17*75 
to 16 14 days. ' The Inspector-General has in his report shown {hat, taking the 
Sessions liajat separately, tho average period of detention was 44*39 days; he is 
requested in future reports to show separately the average detention of other 
prisoners also. It is impossible to calculate it from the figures given in the 
report, as it is not stated bow many hajat prisoners were committed to Sessions. 

7. Jail buildings , — In the Presidency Jail Rs. 47,804 were spent on* 

the construction of an iron shed, pipes for filtered water, do. At Dacca 
Rs. 19,221 were spout on double-storied barracks and the Superintendent’s 
house. In the Bhaugulpore Central Jail Rs. 14,226 were expended on new 
barracks, and at Buxar a new workshed cost Rs. 14,929. Rs. 47,869 were 
ox ponded on the building of eight new subsidiary jails and the erection of a 
puooa enclosure wall to the Kurseong subsidiary jail. The daily average 
number of prisoners employed on jail buildings was 1,334 against 1,124 an 
1887. During the last 12 years Rs. 2,46,235 have, on an average, been provided 
yearly for building new jails and improving old buildings, and it now only 
remains to build a few more subsidiary jails to complete the substitution of 
permanent buildings for the thatched sheds which formerly served in many 
cases as jails. Some of the buildings on the old standard dan are still 
unsatisfactory from a aanitary*pomt of, view, and the IiieutenantiGovemor will 
take measures in communication with the Inspector-General to effect gradual 
improvements in the sleeping wards in such cases. 1 

8. Guard* md t*eap**.— rThe high state of efik&eneyofihe warder guard lias 
been maintained, and it is satisfactory that it baa bean posribleto do tins with* 
much smaller number of punishments than was formerly required- Thenumhdr 
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of punishments has fallen from 8,133 in 1685, 3,715 in 1686, and 8,356 in 1667, 
to 1,815 in 1888. Excluding -warnings and extra drill, therefore only 1,181 
punishments among 1,584 men, the number to which the establishment boa 
been reduced from 1,707 iu 1887, owing to the reduction of 14 District Jails 
to the Intermediate class The number dismissed has fallen from 316 in 1885 
to 81 in 1888. Such results were anticipated by Dr. Lethbridge in his report 
for 1886 as likely to follow when those most frequently reported and punished 
should have been weeded out. 

9. The escapes of convicts from jails and subsidiary jails numbered 21, 
against 13 in 1S87 and 17 in 1866. The most serious of these eases was the 
escape of a gang of eight convicts fromtho Darjeeling Jail. These men (three 
Bhooteahs and five PahariahH) were at work in the bakery at night, and having 
final murdered the convict warder in charge of the gang and responsible for 
its safe custody hod no difficulty in making their escape not only from the jail 
but also from British territory. Sir Steuart Bayley was satisfied after a full 
enquiry that there were serious defects in the management of this jail for 
which the Superintendent was to some extent to blame, as he was not in 
the habit of visiting the jail at night and examining into the system of 
guarding in force. A specially selected officer was deputed to take charge 
of the jail in place of the former Superintendent whose resignation was 
accepted, but little success has attendod the efforts made to recapture the escaped 
convicts, two of whom only have been brought back. It has hitherto been 
the practice to confine hillmen, irrespective of the length of their sentenoes, in 
the Darjeeling Jail, os they do not keep good health in the plains. In 
view, however, of the proximity of the Independent States of Nepal, Bhutan 
and Sikkim, it is not safe to retain hillmen with sentenoes exceeding one 
year in the Darjeeling Jail, and orders were issued fur their transfer to 
the Presidency Jail. It is now reported that thoy do not keep good health 
in Calcutta, and they will be transferred to one of the Bohar Central Jails 
in the hope that tho climate of Behar will suit them bettor. There were seven 
other escapes from District or Central Jails, and in every case the jail official 
responsible was judicially punished. It is satisfactory to note that none of 
the Burmese prisoners escaped. 

10. Prison discipline. — As the question of recording jail offences is now 
awaiting the decision of tho Government of India, it is unnecessary 
to deal with the subject in this Resolution. There is a docroaso in the 
number of offences from 35,824 in 1887 to 29,054 in 1888. Corporal punish* 
rnent was only inflicted in 245 cases as compared with 266 in 1887. 
Punishments by Criminal Courts also fell from 44 in 1887 to 29 in 1888. The only 
form of punishment showing an increase is solitary confinement with reduced 
diet: the nupibers are 251 in 1887 and 352 in 1888. This form of punishment 
hns been found effective in tho case of persistent idlers and contumacious 

S risonem who ore not strong enough to bo whipped, and is resorted to on 
undays when no work is exacted. Fetters were imposed os a punishment 
in 8,759 cases against 1 1 ,640 in 1887, and in only 04 coses was it resorted to for 
safe custody. 

11, The percentage of punishments to tho total average number of oon* 
victs employed os convict officers was 200 '7 as against 294*2 in 1887. 
There has been a considerable increase in the number shown as employed, as 
the convict warders employed to take the place of the paid staff are now included 
in Statement VIII, and it may bo necessary for the Inspector-General of Jails to 
revise the sanctioned scale of 4 per cent, of the jail population, which ho# 
hitherto been considered sufficient. The percentage actually employed was 
5*98 in 1888 compared with 4*34 in 1887. 

12. The new mark rules have continued to work well, andit is satisfactory 
that ther e has been an increase in the number of remissions gained by 
prisoners undergoing terms of imprisonment not exceeding five years from 304 
m 1686 and 293 in 1687 to 334 m 1888. 

13. Expenditure . — The gross expenditure for all classes of jails, exclud- 
ing that accounted for in tho Public Works Department, rose from 
Be. 9,66,933 in 1887 to Rs. 10,68,101 in 1888. The cost per prisoner, 
however, owing to the larger average population, fell from Be. 79-0-4* per 
herd to Be. 77*12*8. There is a huge increase in the charges under die 



head* Dieting* of pximmm, Hospital ebms. Clothing and Miscellaneous 
oohtingencies. "The only bend under whim there is a material decrease is 
Establishment. The* expenditure for central, district, and in termediate jails 
only has risen from Ifrs. 8,12,576 to Re. 8,08,410, the increase bring gpmmd 
over every item, excepting establishment and petty construction ana imain. 

14. Diet charges have risen from Rs. 2,44,730 in 1867 to Bs. 2,95,680 in 
1888, partly owing to the larger daily avenge prison population, anapartly 
owing to the higher prices paid for the chief articles of met, which has led to 
an increase in the diet expenditure per prisoner in oentral, district, and 
intermediate jails from Rs. 20-4 to Rs. 21-10-10. By far the most impor tant 
article of diet is rice, and its price rose from Rs. 1-12-8 per man™! to 
Rs. 1-14-10. Maise, d&l and salt also rose in price ; while wheat, meat and fish 
fell. Vegetables and other products worth Rs. 30,284 were obtained from the 
jail gardens by prison labour. In the Rajshahye, Burdwan, and Khoolna Jails 
vegetables worth Rs. 52 had to be purchased in the market, owing, it is sfid, 
to the insufficient rainfall. It would be desirable in future to give in detail 
the earnings of each jail under this head, as doubtless greater efforts would 
be made to economise if each jail got credit for its own earnings. It if 
to be hoped that Dr. Lethbridge’s suggestion, that in future the jaildw 
will be held responsible if oondiments have to be purchased from outside, 
will lead to further economy by obliging all jailors to grow the condiments " 
required in their jail gardens. 8teps are being taken to organise a proper 
system of fish-breeding in jail tanks, which should lead to a considerable 
- saving in the cost of diet. The value of fish supplied for jail consumption 
should in future be shown under this head among jail products. Making every 
allowance for the high prioe of cereals and extra diet given to prisoners in a 
bad state of health in the Gya Jail, the expenditure there seems excessive as 
compared with other jails in the same division. In considering the average oost 
of diet per prisoner, it must be remembered that in Bengal every prisoner 
sentenced to rigorous imprisonment receives full labouring diet, that no soales 
of short diets are in use, and that uuder-trial prisoners now receive full labour- 
ing diet. 

15. The increase in the average oost of hospital charges, from Rs. 68-3-11 
in 1887 toRs. 76-6 in 1888, is the result of amoro liberal scale of diet. The cost 
of clothing prisoners has risen from Rs. 44,067 in 18*7 to Rs. 58,309 in 1888. 
While this is partly due to the increased number of prisoners, it is not explained 
why the average oost per head should have risen from Rs. 3-10 to Rs. 4-4. 

In Bengal the clothing manufactured by jail labour is charged at the market 
value, and the difference between this and the actual cost of the raw material* 
is credited to Government in the Manufacturing Department. 

16. Contingencies haveincreased from Rs.81,190 to Ra.1,09,213. Of the 
inorcase, Rs. 3,871 is due to the increase in transfers, Rs. 11,537 to the payment 
of municipal taxes for jail buildings, andRs. 2,105 to the travelling expenses of 
jail officials, including,, far the first time, those of Civil Hospital Assistants 
sent to do duty in jails. As regards the first item, the success of the 
organisation of jail establishments in Bengal is greatly due to the fee*. 
that jailors and their subordinates are not allowed to remain more than 
three or four years in one jail— a measure which has materially contributed 
to toe efficiency and trustworthiness of the jail service. The transfer 
charges have been increased by the reduction of 14 district to intermediate 
jails; the rules requiring the retransfer before release of all prisoners on 
the polioe register to the districts in which their homes are situated also 
aeoounts for much of this expenditure, and this portion of it which is 
attended with toe best results to toe police administration cannot be o oa - 
trolled by the jail administration. So, too. a ohange of system in paying toe ' 
municipal tax on jail buildings has saddled the jail expenditure wtto a* charge 
of Rs. 15,784. Were municipal revenues in Bengal raised as in other pr r -n 
oes by an octroi, from which .the Ueutenant-Govecnor understands articles . 
consumed in jails are exempted, this charge would disappear. This shoes the 
difficulty of oomparing jail expenditure in different p r o vinc es without some 
definite rules as to the chargee to beentered in stetemeoteX and XI of therm*. 
Contingencies include Rs. 8,443 for dieting o I defendants paid toroaghMarife 
trates. This is charged to toe Jail budget for ooavsnleoee of recount fceephjj ,,

vajecoent against 12*4 in 1887. The other prisoners were' employed on prison 
duties as prison officers, on jail building* in jail gardens, «©. This net 
«ff* earnings decreased from Rs. 9,99,870, or Rsl 60-14 per head on the average 
number of oonvicts employed on manufaetuxss, to Rs. 3,66,898, or Rs. 49*18 
per head. The net profits increased from Rs. 3,42,741 in 1837 to Rs. 2,69,664 ; 
the difference in the result between net profits and net cash earnings is. due to 
tiie fact that there was a much larger stock of raw materials and manu&o» 
tared articles in hand on the 1st January 1887 than on the 1st January 
S|88) and the average profit per head sentonoed to labour is nearly the same 
as in the previous year, namely, Rs. 22*1 as against Rs. 22*11. 

18. The average earning of each prisoner in Central Jails is shown in the 
following table 
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19. The working of the Presidency Jail was affected in 1887 by the 
Jubilee remissions, and its earnings are now again almost the same as in 1886. 
The great falling off in the Buxar Central Jail is reported to be due to a 
restricted outturn, asu large stock from the previous year remained in hand. 
In Midnapore the decreased earnings ere attributed to light tasks owiug to the 
indifferent health of the prisoners and to slightly lower rates for the outturn. 
In the Rajshabye Jail the outturn was considerably reduced in March uid 
April through tbe failure of the contractor to supply the full amount of canor 
seed due under the previous year’s contract; and while the seed supply for the 
year was purchased at a higher rate than usual, advantage could not be taken 
of the rise in the market rate of oil, as the greater portion of the production 
was supplied to Provincial State Railways at a uniform contract rate. 

20. Subsidiary Jails . — The management of subsidiary jails has not been 
in all eases satisfactory. It is desirable that the Inspector-General of Jails 
should devote close attention to enforcing a stricter supervision -and improved 
administration on the Deputy Superintendents in charge of these jails. 
Rupees 70,106 has been expended on subsidiary buildings against Rs. 38,857 
in 1887. During 1888 new subsidiary jails were built to replace 
tiie old buildings at eight stations. The condition of the warder guard 
was on tbe whole satisfactory. Convicts were detained on an ’average 
for 8*21 days at subsidiary jails beforo being sent^ on to district or central 
Jails, the longest perioa recorded since 1881. *At several of these jails 
prisoners were detained to work on new buildings, and in some oases of jails 
showing a high average detention they were kept on account of sickness, it is 
also to be remarked that the subsidiary jail at Palamow has now been con* 
verted into an intermediate jail, bat that prisoners with sentences of three 
months and under were detained at this jail though it was classed as a subsi- 
diary jail daring the year under report. In Jamalpore, Arrareah, Nowgong. 
Satfchua, Bagerhat, and the Khona Mehals under-trial prisoners were detained 
from 27*17 to 21*57 days* This matter will be dealt with in the Judicial 
Department. There were 19 escapes as against 17 in 1887 and 20 in 1886. 
tts average cost of each prisoner, excluding the expenditure in the Public 
,Woilt8. : D»|8Ktm«nti fell from Rs. 127*8*7 in 1887 to Rs. 121*6*7, owing to tho 
kis'tiaT In the daily average number of prisoners from 768*38 to 847*45.

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23. Notwithstanding the great increase in the death-rate, there are only-' 
three years during the last quarter of a century which show a lower mortality, 
and excluding the deaths from cholera, there are only two yean in which 
the mortality has been so low. The highest death rate is reported from 
Lob&rdugga —191*3 per mille. Out of 20 deaths 10 were due to cholera. 
It is reported that the health of the district was very bad. The 
Tory high death-rates in Singbhoom and Maldah — 169 - 8 and 181*0 per 
mille respectively — are also connected with the unhealthy state of those 
districts. In Rungpore, where there was a death-rate of 173*0 per mille, 05*5 of 
it waadue to cholera. The death-rate of oholera generally, 0*7 per mille, has 
omy been exceeded in seven yean during the last quarter of a century. There 
were no oases in 30 out of 44 jails, ana in only six were there more than two 
oases. The disease was worst at Rajshahye, where there were 71 oases add 51 
deaths. In the six jails with most cases the cholera had a firm hold on the 
outside population before any prisoners were affected. Measures are now being 
taken to provide camping grounds for all central and district jails. 

24. Though the most marked feature in the year was the increased mor- 
tality from oholera, yet there was also an increase in the death-rate 
from other diseases. The death-rate from dysentery and diarrhoea rose from 
12*0 to 15*5. In the case of remittent and continued fever it rose from 1*5 
to 2*3 ; on the other hand in intermittent fever it fell from 2*5 to 1*8. 

25. The Loharduggo, Maldah, Rungpore, Singbhoom and Rajshahye 
Jails, which show the highest mortality in 1888, have had very few deaths 
during the past four monthg. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to find there 
has been no improvement in the Gya Jail, and trusts the special measures now 
being taken will have good results. 

26. The following table shows the extent to whioh prisoners discharged 
from jails in 1888 improved in health during their residence in jails:— » 



27. Them figures show a slightly greater improvement in the he a lth of the 
prisoners on discharge aa compared with their stake on admission, then the 
corresponding return for last year. As regards loss « weight, however, 90 £ 
per cent lost Weight in 1888 against 19*3 in 1887, while 8*48 lost ever 
pounds against 2*86 in the previous year. None of the precautions tf$es$A 
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to in last year's Resolution hare been abandoned, and the increased death-rate 
does not appear to be in any way due to any relaxation in the efforts of the 
jail authorities to keep up a high sanitary standard. I^is unfortunately im- 
possible to compare the statistics o! jail mortality with that of tire outside 
population, as, notwithstanding the efforts made to improve death registra- 
tion, die statistics are still far too imperfect to make it possible to base any 
__ „ calculations on them. From* calculations made 

T i tute^i U t4 Batuh at the last census, it would appear that the average 
* ** death-rate in Bengal is nearly 40 per miUo, while 

the returns for 1887 gave only 23*46. 

28. Inspection.— Dr. Lethbridge inspected 29 jails and 6 subsidiary 
jails, and Dr. Purvea 9 jails during 1888. There was a slight decrease in 
the utumber of visits paid by Judges, who might, the Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks with advantage, visit jails at their own stations moro frequently. Con- 
sidering that the Aliporo, Midnapore, Bhagulpore, ftajshahye and Dacca 
Contra! Jails are also the district jails of their respective districts, the number 
of visits paid them by Magistrates were too few. Though not mentioned in 
the jail report, the Lieutenant-Governor learns that the non-official visitors 
pajit 137 visits to the jails under their supervision, and showed by their notes 
^oat they took an interest in the general management of tho jails. This subjeot 

—should be specially noticed in the annual roports of JaU Superintendents in 
future years. 

29. In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to record his apprecia- 
tion of the good work done during tho year by the Inspector-General and the 
officers of the department generally. There has boon a steady improvement, 
more or lees marked, in every branch of jail administration, and tho Lieutenant- 
Governor is satisfied that no effort is spared to remedy any dofocts that may 
be brought to light.
